Luke Smith, 21, was a BNP 
councillor in Burnley. In 
mid-August he attended a 
local family festival and got 
badly drunk. He was asked to 
leave by stewards but 
refused. A fight broke out 
and as three of his friends 
held down the steward, 
Smith smashed a bottle into 
his eye. 

His behaviour comes as 
no surprise. He had only 
recently been convicted of 
football hooliganism and 
is banned for life from 
Burnley’s ground.

Many local pensioners have 
reacted with fury after 
learning that the British 
National Party is deliber- 
ately exploiting their fears 
to win votes. 

A series of leaflets have 
recently appeared making 
serious claims that local serv- 
ices for the elderly are getting 
slashed.
